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Notable Hams by Jim Jalil W2KNG 


This column features notable hams both past and 
present. This month we will start with the lyrics of a 
song that any ham “of a certain age” will instantly 
recognize. 


For younger hams a quick Google or YouTube search 
will bring up a tune | am sure everyone has heard at 
one time or another. 


Here are the lyrics : 


Peggy Sue, Peggy Sue 

Oh how my heart yearns for you 

Oh Peggy, my Peggy Sue 

Oh well | love you gal, yes, | love you Peggy Sue 


Peggy Sue, Peggy Sue 

Pretty, pretty, pretty, pretty Peggy Sue 

Oh Peggy, my Peggy Sue 

Oh well | love you gal, and | need you Peggy Sue 


That of course is the song 
Buddy Holly and the Crickets.

So, some may ask: Was there actually a Peggy Sue ? 
Who was Peggy Sue ? 


The answer, of course, is there actually was a 
Peggy Sue. Any dedicated Buddy Holly fan will be 
quick to tell you that Peggy Sue was a high school 
classmate of Buddy Holly’s, a pretty girl he never 
asked out, but who eventually married one of the 
Crickets. What few know is that Peggy Sue Gerron, 
the object of Buddy Holly’s youthful affection and 
for whom one of the most famous songs of the early 
rock and roll era was written, was a ham radio 
operator.

Peggy Sue Gerron 


As any Buddy Holly fan knows, he grew up in 
Lubbock, Texas and he formed his band, the 
Crickets, while still in high school (though it soon 
became known as Buddy Holly and the Crickets). An 
interesting and little known fact is that John Lennon 
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was a huge fan and admirer of Buddy Holly. The original 
name for John Lennon’s band was the Quarryman (John 
Lennon went to Quarry Bank High School). But later he 
changed the name to The Beatles. Why? John Lennon 
was emulating his idol, Buddy Holly... if Buddy Holly’s 
band were crickets, John Lennon’s band would be 
beatles (intentionally misspelled). 


After high school in Lubbock, Texas, Peggy Sue Gerron 
married Gerry Allison, the drummer in the Crickets 
(who was also a high school classmate). 


Following Buddy Holly’s tragic death in an airplane 
crash on February 3, 1959 (later immortalized as 
“the day the music died” in the song American Pie by 
Don McLean), the Crickets continued to record music 
and tour for many years. Though Peggy Sue and 
Gerry Allison divorced in 1964, she remained friendly 
with Gerry and continued to tour with the Crickets 
through the 1970s. 


In the late 1970s Peggy Sue began a new life for herself 
away from the music industry. She moved to California 
and at first became a dental hygienist. However her 
second husband was a plumber and together they 
formed a successful plumbing contracting firm. Along 
the way Peggy Sue became the first female licensed 
plumber in California. 


Peggy Sue became interested in ham radio while still in 
high school, though she would not be licensed until 
many years later. Another high school classmate,

Bryan Edwards W5KFT lost contact with Peggy Sue over 
the years but reunited with her in the 1990s when she 
returned home to Lubbock, Texas to care for her ailing 
mother. He spoke to her about ham radio and he says she 
responded that she had always wanted to be ham. 
She finally obtained her dream in 2004 when she became 
KES5AKW, later obtaining the vanity call sign K5PSG, her 
maiden name initials. 


Peggy Sue loved ham radio. She had achieved some 
notoriety and fame over the years, if not for being 
THE Peggy Sue, but certainly for being married to the 
drummer of one of the most iconic bands of the early 
rock and roll era, touring with that band and rubbing 
shoulders with the legends of rock and roll. But later in life 
she would say that there was no greater thrill than putting 
your call sign out and having someone come back to you. 


Hams in the Lubbock area took in Peggy Sue, the ham 
radio operator, as one of their own. They hosted special 
event stations when hams around the world could speak 
to THE Peggy Sue. 


Peggy Sue K5PSG 


Sadly Peggy Sue K5PSG passed away in 2018. Many will 
remember her for different reasons. Some may remember 
her as the inspiration of a song that will live forever in 
rock and roll history. Others, as the wife of a rock and roll 
Hall of Fame drummer who toured with the legends of 
rock and roll. Others perhaps may remember her as a 
successful business entrepreneur and trailblazing woman. 
We hams however will look past all that, as we do with all 
hams, be they notable or not. We will remember Peggy 
Sue Gerron as simply K5PSG, one of us, a fellow ham.

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Editor’s Corner 


Ham radio is a contact sport. No one, or at least very 
few, got his or her license without help, without 
being in contact with a ham already licensed. No 
one, or at least very few, even became interested in 
amateur radio in the first place without being in 
contact with other experienced hams. So why is it 
that once many get their licenses they cease to have 
any personal contact with fellow hams? 


Why do we have so many lone wolf hams, even 
those that are nominal members of FLARC? 


There is a multitude of varied and interesting ways 
to enjoy amateur radio in the company of other 
hams. Those not fully participating in events FLARC 
offers are missing out on so much.... so many 
opportunities for learning experiences, so much 
growth as a ham, so much camaraderie and so 
much fun. 


Here at FLARC we have many activities besides just 
coming together on Tuesdays and Fridays at the 
Clubhouse, or at monthly meetings.

OSCILLATOR: 

An amplifier where the output is fed back into the 
input in a controlled manner [feedback] to produce 
an output stream of continuous waves. 


LOCAL OSCILLATOR: 


An oscillator used in radio receivers where the signal 
is mixed with incoming signal to produce resulting 
sum and difference output frequencies. 


HETERODYNE: 


The term used to describe what happens when you 
mix two different signals that then produce resulting 
sum and difference outputs. 


MIXER: 


The device or stage that mixes the incoming radio 
signal and the local oscillator to produce the 
heterodynes, where the lower one usually is used for 
signal processing. 


INTERMEDIATE FREQUENCY: 


This term is usually abbreviated as IF. The 
IF frequency is usually the lower frequency coming 
out of the mixer stage, as it is easier to process. 
The IF transformers used are circuits tuned to 
optimize the received signal.

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Theoretics Demystified 


In the early days of HAM RADIO there was SPARK, 
which was simply a buzzer like device whose 
output was put through a transformer to 
generate a high voltage signal [like an older car’s 
ignition noise that you can hear on any AM 
radio]. The limitation was that you could only do 
on and off as in Morse code, although there were 
some cases where a special microphone was used 
to try to transmit audio! That did not work very 
well so things progressed, and vacuum tubes 
were developed. 


Tubes could be made to oscillate to produce an 
RF carrier, or function as amplifiers. This made it 
possible to generate an RF signal which carries 
any information impressed upon it, thereby the 
name of carrier! 


Early radio receivers used regeneration to detect 
incoming signals. Regeneration is accomplished 
by feeding some of the output of an amplifier to 
the input. You would adjust the amount of 
coupling of the output to the input, causing 
oscillation, and then back off a bit to detect the 
incoming signal. 


All of this early pioneering was done by inventors 
and HAM RADIO OPERATORS. NONE of what we 
have today would be possible without this early 
experimentation. As good as it was, regeneration 
is difficult to control for reliable radio 
communication so a better way of receiving 
signals was needed. This led to the invention of 
superheterodyne circuitry, which was invented by 
Edwin Armstrong. 


How it works follows. 


In a superheterodyne circuit, superhet for short, a 
signal is received, and a local oscillator signal is 
mixed with it - producing an output of the sum 
and difference of the input signal and the 
oscillator’s frequency. The local oscillator is 
designed to follow the tuning of the input signal 
so that the signals are always at a_ fixed 
frequency. The lower frequency signal is used, as 
it is easier to process the lower difference signal. 
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This signal and its circuitry are called the 
intermediate frequency, or IF, for short. 
The IF signal is sharpened, tuned and amplified. 
The superhet circuitry provides better amplification 
and selectivity, which makes it easier to pick out a 
particular station on a crowded band. 


Many an older and newer ham would spend time 
tuning the local oscillator and the IF frequency 
stage for optimal reception. The IF stage contains 
transformers which operate at the IF frequency, 
which is a radio frequency, so ham related 
knowledge is needed to make the 
proper adjustments. 


You would adjust the IF transformer’s tuned circuit 
to peak its signal at the desired frequency but 
keeping the passband wide enough to contain all 
the audio needed to make the received output 
clearly intelligible. 


Today’s radios use mostly digital processing but 
some of the best radios still use a superhet/digital 
combination to receive audio, digital tones and 
code. To make the on/off carrier of the code signal 
listenable the IF output is mixed with another local 
oscillator [thereby producing a heterodyne] 
to produce the audio tone used to decode Morse 
code.

(A 2-fer is a 
credit for contacting a POTA station located where two 
POTA “entities” exist at the same place. Yes, unlike in 
physics, two POTA entities can exist in the same place 
at the same time!) 


As the POTA NJ Mapping Rep, | am always looking at 
and for updates and helpful info to share with 
the family. 


Here is a quick answer for now ... I'll send more details 
after | get some sleep.

Look at the many trails and scenic rivers in NJ. 


When they coincide with a POTA site or entity, that's 
your 2-fer, or more. Quick examples include the 
NJ Coastal Trail (K-6544), Appalachian Trail (K-4556), 
W3R (K-4582), Pinelands (K-6609) and many more. 


Remember the POTA rules ... you have to be within 
100 feet of the trail or river, NOT on private property, 
and within (not near, next to, in sight of, etc) the 
overlapping POTA site.

Double your pleasure, double your fun ... 
2-fer's, 3-fer's and more 


New Jersey is fortunate to have many opportunities to 
activate from sites that count for multiple parks. 
Remember that to qualify, the parks must be contained 
within each other, not just close or contiguous. 
They must be “nested.” Designated trails such as the 
Appalachian or scenic rivers like the Delaware can be 
activated if you are within 100 feet of the river/trail and 
on public property. If that trail/river runs through a POTA 
park and you are within the 100 foot line then you get 
credit for both. If those are within a larger park then you 
get credit for 3 activations. And so on. 


Part of the adventure of POTA is finding those 
opportunities. Best place to start is with some of the 
following links for POTA trails and rivers that go through our 
area. Check along them to see where they go through a 
POTA site; then do some more detective work to find a 
good spot to activate from. Asking other ops who have 
been there is a good idea, though nothing is better than 
you sharing your successes with others.

Contests exist for many reasons. One reason some 
people enter contests is to win (it is a contest, after 
all), or to win a section or a category. That’s fine and 
in the best spirit of ham radio.

Among these are to 
sharpen operating skills, accept and meet a challenge 
or to compare your own personal score with prior 
scores. But the best reason of all is simply this one.... 
to have fun.

MINUTES BUSINESS MEETING 
Fair Lawn Senior Center 
March 1, 2024 


The Club’s President Fred KR2H called the meeting to order at 7:30 PM. 
At his request the members present in person rose and recited the Pledge of Allegiance. 


The President then asked the Club Secretary Jim W2KNG to call the role. 
The Secretary called the following :

The Secretary confirmed to the President that a quorum existed in order for the meeting to proceed 
and business be conducted. 


The President then asked if there were any guests and there were none. 


The President then asked for a motion to approve the minutes of the meeting held February 2, 2024. 
Upon motion made by Skip KD2BRV and seconded by Brian KD2KLN the minutes were unanimously approved. 


The President then asked for the Treasurer’s Report. The Treasurer, Dave KD2MOB gave his report. He noted that 
all outstanding checks had now cleared. He also that he would be sending an email anyone who had not paid his 
or her dues for 2024 stating they have three weeks to send in their dues. The President then asked how may have 
paid and how many have not paid. The Treasurer responded that over 100 members had paid their 2024 dues 
leaving about 65 who have not yet paid. This led to a suggestion by the president that if members do not pay by a 
certain date they be informed by email that they are no longer members of FLARC. A question from the floor was 
raised by Tom KB2ESE as to how would a member know if he or she were no longer a member and the response 
was they would no longer be receiving Group.io emails. Jim W2JC added that a member could always check the 
roster which is in the FILES area of the groups.io website. [Note: the on-line roster does not show “expiration 
date” of membership.] Noel W2MSA made the observation that members should not have to be hounded to pay 
their dues but would want to support the Club and be part of FLARC. To that tend they should just send in their 
dues as a matter of course. 


The President then asked for a report from the Tech Committee. Jim W2JC reported that there seemed to be a 
problem with the Club’s repeater signal at times in Paramus. The suggestion from the floor was that there might 
be a problem with the antenna, which all know is leaning at the moment. The Chair of the Tech Committee, Dave 
WO2x, said the Tech Committee will look into the situation and run some tests, including an effective sensitivity 
test which can be run from the Clubhouse. If necessary after that they will inspect the antenna. Gene WO2W said 
that before anyone goes on the roof they should let him know so he can clear that with the town. He would need 
a day or two notice. WO2X then thanked Jim W2JC and Fred W2ABE for the go kit for Zoom capability. 


Jim W2JC then reported on the website. He issued an apology for the incorrect date for this meeting that was on 
the website for a couple of days, but was quickly corrected. Outside of that everything is fine with the website. As 
to Group.io emails, some emails to members are getting bounced, whether by an incorrect email or going into the 
spam filter. The problem with that is once an email is bounced the Group.io program shuts off future emails to 
that address. If that happens there is a procedure the member needs to follow to get his or her email restored. He 
also reported that some members use @ARRL.com for their emails. He said that was a bad idea as he is noting

that a good number of the bounced emails are from members using that address. 


The President then asked for a report from the EmComm group. Jim N2JLF reported that he had hosted a “meet 
and greet” meeting for the Northeast New Jersey Section in Fairfield which was very well attended. It included 
attendees from ARES and the Red Cross. The meeting was a great success and he will move forward with plans for 
training in topics such as WinLink. A suggestion from the floor was that pictures from the meeting be forwarded to 
The Resonator for next month’s issue. 


Noel W2MSA reported on Winter Field Day which was a great success. The Club got great feedback on what went 
right and what can be improved, which is the point of activities like WFD. Noel noted that activities like WFD are 
very good opportunities for learning experiences. Noel finished his remarks with a slide show presentation of still 
pictures from WFD, accompanied by music by Rush. 


The President then reported that while there is no Chair for field day, a meeting was held recently at the 
Clubhouse which was moderated by Noel W2MSA. The meeting was attended by approximately 10 members, who 
formed committees to handle and oversee various separate aspects of field day.

The President then asked for a report on VE Sessions. Bill WA2WL reported that at the last session there was one new

Noel W2MSA reported that the POTA group remains active 
and keeps in touch almost daily through the Slack App. Jim W2JC added that the DX SIG and FT8 SIG also 
communicate daily on the Slack App as well, for many things, including spotting DXpeditions who often use off 
standard frequencies to avoid QRM and may therefore be hard to find. 


Van W2DLT reported for the Contest SIG that the ARRL DX SSB contest would be held this weekend and 
encouraged members to get involved and add their scores to either FRC or the Club. 


The President then asked if there were any new business. Steve WI2W reported that several members were 
coming together Sunday mornings at 9:00 AM at the Clubhouse to work a 2 meter SSB net. Members bring 
coffee, donuts and bagels and said it was a lot of fun and invited members to come and join in. 


Brian KD2KLN reminded the members that the Clubhouse is open Tuesday and Friday nights and again invited 
members to come and socialize with fellow members and use the Club’s excellent operating stations to get on 
the air if so desired. 


Robert KD2SOG reminded the members that the following day was Super Science Day for youth at Ridgewood 
High School. The Club will be holding demonstrations of ham radio, including CW, Digital and SSB. The Club will 
try satellite communication but the expected rain my put a damper on that. He invited members to come and 
help out. He also reported on the school outreach program and that he continued to make calls, though people 
were slow in responding. But he is keeping at it. 


Van W2DLT reported on the Senior Outreach initiative and that he is trying to get something organized at 
Hemlock Farms. He is trying to get a room there he can use. Once he has that room he can begin working with 
hams, potential hams and an active CERT group. He asked Jim N2JLF to speak to the CERT group at some point 
and Jim readily agreed.
